"Service Above Self — He 
Profits Most Who Serves Best." 


This is the motto of the Rotary _ 


Club of Terre Haute, a group 
which has been serving the city 
for 56 years. 

During the summer of 1913, 
George Holloway, one of Terre 
Haute's professional photogra- 
phers, attended a photography 
convention in Kansas City, Kan. 

A district meeting of Rotary 
International was in progress at 
the time and, it seems, Holloway 
managed to work his way in and 
attend some of the sessions. 
Chocked full of enthusiasm from 
what he saw. he returned to 
Terre Haute determined to or- 
ganize a Rotary Club, a task 
at which he wasted no time. 


It is said by the older Rotary 
members that Holloway set out 
on a one-man membership drive! 
from his photography studio in 
the 700 block of Wabash Ave., 
and started to walk around that 
bleck, inviting one man from 
each business in the block to 
come to the first meeting. The 
drive eventually expanded be- 
yond the one downtown block, 
but the rule of only one repre- 
sentative from each business 
was maintained. 


On Sept. 2, 1913, 50 business! 
and professional теп from 
Terre Haute gathered to meet 
with Holloway and six members 
of the Indianapolis Rotary Club, 
the oldest and, at that time, the 
only Rotary group in Indiana, to 
discuss starting a Rotary Club 
in Terre Haute. The idea took 
and that same night, a commit- 
tee was formed to nominate of- 
ficers and directors. Where the 
meeting was held is not known. 


Exchange, Lions, Optimists and 
others. : 

The main job that year was 
the establishment of brother- 
hood. The year 1913 was a bad 
one for the nation's economy 
with banks closed and many in 
need. Brotherhood in Rotary was 
strengthened as many members 
turned to their brothers for 
assistance. 

During the year, the group 
met weekly at the Turner 
Brothers Glass Works. L. L. 
“Daddy” Turner was an active 
Rotarian at the time. In appre- 
ciation, the club gave him a lov- 
ing cup, the first recorded 
award given by the organiza- 
tion. 

A new club, the third in the 
state, was started that year at 
Evansville by 12 Terre Haute 
Rotarians and three from Indi-

Haute. At this meeting, 86 men 
indicated their interest in join- 
ing. А conslitution and by-laws 
were reportedly adopted at that 
meeting and the first officers 
were elected.

All these groups have con- 
tributed very materially to 
the enrichment of Terre 
Haute’s civic and cultural 
life. 

Terre Haute's Rotary Club 
is the second oldest in the 
state of Indiana. The Indian- 
apolis Club is the oldest. The 
local club’s charter number 
84 indicates it is one of the 
older clubs in Rotary Inter- 
national. The local charter 
was signed Oct. 1, 1913. 


Terre Haute was exception- | 


ally fortunate in the person- 
nel of its new club, substan- 
tial, securely-established citi- 
zens—bankers, lawyers, in- 
dustriatists and merchants. 
In general, they were middle- 


“aged men, highly esteemed 
in the community and lead- 
ers in every worthwhile civic 
undertaking. Naturally, men 
of such caliber inspired re- 
spect for this little-known 
organization to which they 
belonged. All in all, Rotary 
had a very auspicious start 
in Terre Haute. 

September, 1914, found 
Paul N. Bogart as Rotary 
president. His official family 
of John S. Cox, vice-presi- 
dent; Louis E, Weinstein, sec- 


retary, and John L. Crawford, 
treasurer, were formally in- 
stalled when the Hotel Dem- 
ing was newly completed. 


The first recorded public 
service of the club was an ap- 
propriation of one hundred 
dollars to the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee “which is investigating 
with a view of preventing 
and prosecuting violation of 
the laws, to be used by said 
committee in its work." It 
was a time of political tur- 
moil in the city resulting 
from scandalous corruption in 
the last election, and it is 
interesting to note that the 
Rotary Club, only a year old, 
was already aware of its civic 
responsibility.

During the Twenties, Ro- 
tary supported the effort to 
create a Paul Dresser Me- 
morial; held a meeting on the 
top floor of the city's only 
“skyscraper” — the newly- 
erected Citizen's Trust Bldg, 
now the Sycamore Bldg.; pro- 
moted the establishment of 
the Paul Dresser Memorial 
drive along the Wabash River, 
and through the generosity of 
one of its members, George 
Krietenstein, gave the site for 


the new Boy Scout Camp now 
called Camp Krietenstein. 
Continuing the roster of Ro- 


tary presidents, those who

Carroll said Lugar supports 
the nuclear plant in the 
northwest part of the state near 
Indiana Dunes National 
Lakeshore and the plant at 
Marble Hill in the southeast 
corner. At the same time, Car- 
roli said Lugar is concerned 
about what to do with nuclear 
waste and would like to see 
equal research go into that 
area. 

On water projects, such as 
dams, Carroll said Lugar feels 
several projects have been on 
the drawing board too long and 
should be reexamined. 

* Also, Carroll said Lugar is 
concerned about cost of living 
for senior citizens and is sup- 
porting legislation «that. would 
reduce utility rates for elderly. 

On one current controversial | 
issue, President Carter's Pan- 
ama Canal treaties, Carroll 
said Lugar is watching his mail 
closely. 

Though, officially undecided, 
Carroll said Lugar is leaning | 
strongly against the treaties 
because of the 18,000 letters he 
has received on the issue, less 
than 100 have been in favor of 
them.
